Over the en- 
trances to White and Chilkat passe* 
there might well be strung the legend, 
"Who enters here leaves hope behind," 
for it is the sheerest lack if a fair per- 
centage of those going in ever return to 
civilization or live to sea frnitiou of 
their wild hopes. 


One of the clearest account* of the 


situation at Dyea and Skaggnay, where 
several thousand prospectors are camped 
waiting to get over the divide, was 
givec recently by George L. Fish, a 
prominent grocer of Oakland, Cal., 
who made the trip in order to see 
whether there was any chance for rush- 
ing supplies into the Klondike this fall 
Ho fonud the outlook hopeless. He said: 


"If yon want to do a service to hu- 


manity, advise men and women to stay 
away from Dyea and Skaggnay. The 
day I left Dyea there were three funer- 
als. Two were those of young men who 
Siad attempted to cross Dyea river. The 
last fnnural was that of a young man 
who had reached the summit of Chil- 
tat pass. He was entirely out of pro- 
visions, and, goaded to desperation by 
starvation, he stole a side of bacou. He 
was detected by two of the party from 
whose outfit he stole and was shot tc 
death. An inqnest was beld, and the 
verdict was justifiable homicide. 


"At least 5,000 people are camped at 


Dyea and Skaggnay, and the majority 
will remain there through the winter. 
Starvation and death will stalk among 
them. There are many lawless adven- 
turers ia the two little towns on the 


i coast, men and women of a stripe 


who •will not hesitate at the commis- 
sion of any crime when money and food 
aecome scarce. 


' 'I was ashore for nearly three days, 


daring which time I made close observa- 
tions. People who had arrived at Dyea 
two weeks before had been unable to 
move owing to lack of transportation. 
There were 1,500 people between Dyea 
and the summit, and this included 
many women. There were about 3,500 
from Skagquay ro:id to Dawson through 
White pass and dowii to Lake Beunatt. 
[t is impossible to get through the pass, 
and there is a swaiup of seven or eight 
miles to cross before reaching Laki; 
Benaett." 


He said few of the prospectors h;ul 


the courage to advance, and many had 
no money to return. 


Heury Gablo, au old and experienced 


miner, who was one of the first to join 
the rush to the Klondike, has returned 
and tells a story calculated to deter 
others from going north in search of 
gold. There is hardiy a trail in Cali- 
fornia, Arizona, Nevada or Montana 
with which Gable is cot familiar. 


Wheu the news of the gold strikes 


reached thia country, he determined to 
seek bis fortune in the Yukon, left his 
mine.s in Arizona and went to Sun 
Francisco. 
Here he bought his outfit 


and supplies and left on the Umatilla 
en ronte for the Klondike via Jnneau 
and the Chilkat pass. Now he is back, 
Having sold hia outfit, which cose $285. 
He learned from many experienced 
mining meu at Juueau and farther up 
that it would be suicide to go before 
spring. He says: 


"When we reached Barnnui's bay, 


which is a little wav from Dyea, I gave 


p the idea. I left the vessel, intending 
to go to work in the Comet mines there 
and wait until next spring, when I in- 
tended to go into tbe Klondike. I found 
tho mines were deserted, a» the men 
would- not work there at thii time of 
tho year, owing to the water, which fills 
tb« nii'ifls. 


"The Alaskan mining men aro posi- 


tive that nearly all who are trying to 
get to DawKon City will be frozen up 
en route until springi and their fate is 
uncertain. I will not answer for tlm 
lives of the 'tenderfoot'who aro now 
going. " 


Thomas Magoe, well known as a con- 


servative bnsimsg uutn and a cartful 
observer, who accompanied his son to 
Dyea, writes from that point to the 
'.ffoct that the ignorance* displayed by 
the crowds who are flocking to tho 
Klondike fields is lamentable. Of tho 
400 passengers who 8'iiiort with him on 
tho steamer George W. Elder, half of 
whom were from ijau Francisco, not one 
ill 20 hnrt any (lefinite, information as to 
Sow to reach his destination.

These figures were origi- 
ally given in The Country Gentleman 
ry a writer who said: 


There are two farms in my own town 


on which fences between the fields have 
seen removed, yet cultivation is con- 
tinned as formerly, each field by itself, 
although in one case the furrows might 
>e tripled in length by plowing clear 
cross the farm. On another farm, four 
ve acre fields have been thrown into 
ne, making a field 80 by 33 rods in size. 
:hia field is plowed as often the short 
way as the long one and when mowed 
a generally out in plats of four or five 
,cres across the field. To mow this field 
with a four foot swath, it •would require 


33 rounds and 698 turns. To mow it 
in five separate pieces would require

making radical changes in the form of 
fields, but in most cases greater econ- 
omy of culture would aoon make np for 
any loss of this score, 


Alfalfa Hay. 


The feeding valne of alfalfa liay, aa 


summed wp in a bulletin from the agri- 
cnltnral department, is that, properly 
cured, it ia worth as much by weight as 
any other and is eaten by all kinds of 
farm animals. 
It is not, however, in 


itself a complete ration. It is very rich 
in protein—that is, in the albuminoids 
and similar 
nitrogenous compounds 


which, when fed to cattle, are trans- 
formed into blood, muscle, tendon and 
bone. On the other hand, it is deficient 
in fat and the carbohydrates. In order 
to get the beat and most profitable re- 
sults from feeding alfalfa or any other 
forage plant that is rich in nitrogenous 
compounds, some of the coarser forage 
plants, such as corn fodder, ensilage, 
wheat or oat straw, millet, sorghum or 
root crops, must be added to the ration. 
These are all poor in protein and rich in 
carbohydrates and fat, while alfalfa is 
nrh in protein and poor in tho sugars, 
starch, tat and cellulose necessary to 
mako the best feeding ration. It has 
bt-pn found by experiment that a mix 
tnre of ono ton nf alfalfa hay and thrpo 
tons of green corn fodder or ensilage 
will furnish food for one milk cow of 
1,0(10 pounds weight for ISlidayH, with- 
out notable loss of any of the digcstibln 
compounds in tho forage.

Making an Aiparaffna Bed. 


Asparagus roots may be planted in

>y many preferred to older ones. 
For 


garden culture American Agriculturist 
advises that the rows be not less than 
hree feet apart and tho roots planted 
wo feet apart in the rows.

?he Lancet points out, ' 'is illustrated 
ven in the comparatively narrow ian*;e 
it climatic conditions in this country. 
Vho has the same inclination to eat a 
arge, underdone, juicy steak in tho 
trailing days of oar short summer as in 
winter? We rather have recourse to sal- 
ads, fruits, vegetables, and if to meat 
X all it is in sparing quantity and gen- 
erally cold. But, as an agricultural cor- 
respondent has most ably and pertinent- 
y pointed out to us in a recent very in- 
eresting communication, the subject 
may be pushed a step further and con- 
id ered from a point of view which in 
ts general bearings on the question of 
'ood supply is of unquestionable impor- 
,ance. As he has observed, the same 
plant varies in its feeding properties 
when grown at a different altitude or 
on a particular soil or in a different cli- 
mate. In other words, the nutritive 
value of a plant nr its fruit, be it seed 
or leaf, is influenced by soil and climate. 
Herbage composed of grasses and clo- 
vers—i. e., pasture—has a marked in- 
fluence upon tbo health, development 
and early maturity of sheep and cattle 
according to geographical position and 
geological character of the soil. Thus 
'storeland' and'feeding land' are terms 
used to express the relative character of 
tne soil, and, as uiu cm •<;apumiem, who 
is a farmer., points out, these varying 
conditions have a well known influence 
iu altering or modifying the type and 
character of breed or pedigree. Is it a 
design in nature, be asks, that plants 
growing in any particular country shall 
jo more suitable food for animals in 
that particular country than foreign 


cr that grcwr. in i diu^rcr*t coun 


try? As an illustration, linseed or flax- 
seed produced in one country is fqll of 
oil, and in another tho proportion of oil 
is distinctly less. A sample of seed in 
one country, again, is rich in mucus, 
while in another it contains very littlo 
mucilage, the difference in this respect 
in Russia, Indian and English seeds be- 
ing considerable. Again, ha asks, does 
Assam tea afford a more healthful bev- 
erage to the Chinaman than Indian tea? 
Yet the character of the two decoctions 
made from these respective teas is quite 
different. 


'To come nearer homo and to touch 


upon the economic eide of tho question 
as closely affecting car own agricultural 
interests, is English whuat made into 
bread a better food for the peoplo iu 
this country than bread made from for- 
eign flour? The baker selects foreign 
floor because the resulting lo:if is light- 
er, and the flonr will take, up more, 
water, and a sack will yield a greater 
number of loa\es than, an Englisn sack. 
There could hardly bo op"ued up for 
discussion a more interfiling phase of 
the subject, and our correspondent has 
written very pertinently upon a very 
important question. It is just possible, 
on studying aud reflecting upon tho is>- 
snes he has raised, that another rational 
and powerful argument in favor of tho 
consumption of home grown food may 
be fonud." 


The Lancet's argument may be "ra- 


tional and powerful," but, I do not bo- 
lieve it will diminish the sale of AiueH- 
cau wheat iu England by a single, bush- 
el during the coming autumn and win- 
ter. The point incidentally brought out 
that, foreign flour will yield more bread, 
weight for \s eight, than English flour 
is quite potent enough to decide the 
question in every bakery in England. If 
The Lancet would devote itself to an 
agitation of the question how to tuake 
bread with any flonr, it might accom- 
plihh a great and glorious reform in 
this baker ridden country. If a more 
di?conr:iKing, nnapprtizing object cau 
be produced as a product of tho culinary 
art than tlin English '•household loaf," 
ns it is railed, I hove, failed to discover 
it.—London Gor.
